Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

5. Claims 1 -10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated Lee et al. 
Pub. No.: 2001/0055344. 

Regarding claim 1, Fig. 5 of Lee et al. discloses a method (Fig. 13) for coding 
information in an electronic circuit, said circuit (Fig. 5) comprising at least two electrically 
coupled signal paths (52, 54, 56) characterized in that the method comprises the steps 
of: determining (55) the relative delay between (paragraph 0035) signals propagating 
on said paths (52, 56, 54) when said signals make a transition from a first logic level to 
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a second logic level (this is a intrinsic for determining delay of 55 because to determined 
the delay or time-differences between two signals, the delay measurement must be 
made at the rising edges or at falling edges of the two signals); and producing an output 
signal having a further logic level (ADJ) depending on the relative delay between said 
signals (52, 56). 

Regarding claim 2, Fig. 5 further comprising step of: dividing a logical signal (IS1 ) 
into two signals to be propagated on a respective one of said signal paths (52, 56). 

Regarding claim 3, Fig. 5 further comprising the step of creating a reference 
signal (TS1) being synchronized with the fastest signal propagating (TS2, see 
paragraph 0032) on either of said signal paths (52, 56). 

Regarding claim 4, Fig. 5 further comprising the step of creating a relative delay 
(58) between the signals propagating on said signal paths (52, 54). 

Regarding claim 5, wherein the producing step is performed by means of a delay 
decoder (Fig 10-12). 

Regarding claims 6-10, the claims incorporated the same subject matter as of 
claims 1 - 5, respectively. Hence, the Electronic circuit of Lee et al. as applied to claims 
1 - 5 above, disclosed every aspect of claims 6-10, respectively).
